The Central Comoittee has not received the support of the greater portion of 
the Iron Guard which has remained faithful to Horia SIMA. The Guard is attempting 
to remain absolutely neutral In the conflicts between the various Rumanian poli- 
tical parties. Because of the political nature of the Coral* -ee, the Guard has 
not wanted representation. They have, however, declared that they would support 
any organization headed by General RADESCU if that organisation had the support 
of the King, the confidence of the Western Powers and the approval of the people. 
They insist that party Interests, private ambitions, incriminations and reprisals 
be put aside and that the one objective be the effective organisation for the lib- 
eration of the country. . • 
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
